When the 
service is removed , the labour cost of dismantling 
shall be charged to the consumer who will be al 
lowed a credit for all materials returned in servi 
ceable condition at the actual cost less 25 per cent 
depreciation for the first month or part thereof and 
61% per cent for each subsequent month or part 
thereof . In addition if any other equipments are 
given to the consumer on hire , rental charges will 
be collected as per rules in force , from time to time .
